Any Civil Supply Officer not below thc rank of a Supply 
Inspector or any Revenue Officer not below the rank of an

( c ) unless he has heen medically examined in accord .

10 . Resignation . A member of the Home Guards may 
Tesign his office by 417 application in writing addressed to 
the Commandant : 

Provided that such resignation shall not take effect unless 
the Commandant-General of the Commandant accept the

l EsUns for the same. 

11 . Organisation . In addition to the Commandant Gene. 
rol, the Home Guards constituted for each area shall consist 
of a Commandant. a Second - in -Command an Adjutant, 
Senior Divisional Commanders, such staff officers as the 
Commandant may consider necessary , Divisional Comman 
ders, Company Commanders, Senior Platoon Commanders , 
Platoon Commanders, Sergeant Majors , Quarter Master 
Sergeants , Platoon Sergeants, Section Leaders , Assistant 
Section Leaders and Soctions consisting of twelve Home 
Guards. Three sections shall form a Platoon , threo Platoons 
a Company and three Companios a Division , 

12 . Powers of the Commandant-General and Comman 
dants . - ( 1 ) The Commandant- General shall exercise general 
supervision and control over the working of all Commandants 
in the Union Territory and co -ordinate the work of the 
Home Guardo all over the Union Territory . He shall be 
directly responsiblo to the Administration for the efficient 
working, discipline, administration and training of the orga 
nization . 

( 2 ) Subject to the supervision and control of the Com 
mandant General each Commandant shall exercise super 
vision and control over the working of the Home Guards 
under his command. He shall be responsihle to the Com 
mondant -General and the Administration for the efficient 
working, discipline , administration and training of the Home 
Guards under his command. 

( 3 ) Subiect to the suporvision and control of the Com 
mandant Cuneral and the Commandant, any officer of the 
Home Guards authorised by the Commandant in thia heh If 
mav exercise the powers conferred by section 4 on thc Com 
montant to such circumstances as the Commandant mav 
soecify . 

13. Dlscipline. - ( 1 ) A member of the Home Guards shall 
obey every order of his superior officer .

in conjunction with the ordinary Police Force , the Senior 
Officer of such contingent present shall be under tho immo 
diate control and subject to the directions of the senior oilcar 
of such Policc Force proucnt not below the rank of a Sub 
Jaspector. 

14 . Uniforms, accoutrements, etc. - - A member of the 
Homo Guards shall while on duty , wear the uniforon map 
plied to hhn . He may also carry a rifle or a revolver or 
any other weapon , sanctionod by the Administrator, trop 
time to time. 

15 . Training.- -- The mombers of the Home Quardo shall 
undergo such course of training as may be determined in 
writing by the Commandant-General from time to time and 
at ruch places as may bo fixed by the Commandant from 
timo to time. 

16 . Function , and duties. - ( 1 ) The functions and datos 
of members of tho Home Guards shall ordinarlly consist of 

(a ) guarding public buildings; 
(b ) patrolling for the purpos of the provention of 

crime, and tho enforcement of such rogulations and 
orders made under the Police Act, 1861 ( 5 of 
1861 ) , or any other low for the time being in force 
mit wonld be the duty of a Police Omcor to enforo

17. Remuneration - Officers and other members of th . 
Home Guards shall be entitled to receive auch allowances 
and at surh rates as the Administrator may from time to 
tim , determine. 

18. Compensation . It a member of the Home Guards 
cutere any damnge to his person of property while under 
training or on duty . he shall he midwich comnendation 
I may he determined by the Administrative providod that 
Ich damage is not caused by his own negligench or wilful
